DMV Announces Details For 
New Staggered Registration 


People concerned were pleasantly surprised this week 
when, through the publication of the Thomas Insurance 
Guide, notification that the City of Sierra Madre had 
been reduced from a Class 
6A City down three points 
to, a Class 5 City for Firo 
Protection. 

This is a very coveted re¬ 
duction gained by your Vol¬ 
unteer Firefighters together 
with the extensive upgrad¬ 
ing of your Water Depart¬ 
ment over the past few 
years. 

About a year ago. Chief of 
t he Volunteer Firefighters, 

Charles Brown apprised the 
City Council that the Depart¬ 
ment was ready to receive 
an in.spection from the In¬ 
surance Service Office.s of 
the State. It was his feeling 
that the Department had up¬ 
graded itself to the point 
where Homeow .n e r s and 
Businesses should be re¬ 
ceiving a reduction in their 
in.surance premiums. 

The City Council hcedtul 
his call and budgeted an 
estimated $.5,000 for the in¬ 
spection, which at the time 
was thoutfht to take ap¬ 
proximately six to eight 
months before the ISO could 
make the inspection. 

Because no inspecion had 
been called for or given 
since the year 1965, the ISO 
m.oved In very ra.pidly and 
notified the City that the in¬ 
spection tvculd be held dur¬ 
ing the month of January 
1975. 

This, of course, was a very 
short notice, but your Volun¬ 
teers an.d the City of Sierra 
Madre were ready and the 
ISO started their insperdion 
around the 10th of January 
and did not complete it un¬ 
til sometime the latter part 
of February. The inspection 
wa.s thorough with a 11 
equipnrent and fire person-

The State Department of 
Motor Vehicles announced 
.'■■omo bad news and sr)mc 
good news for California 
motorist.s today. 

Acting Director Doris Alex¬ 
is said that the bad news 
is that the department ex¬ 
pects lines to be longer than 
ever .during the forthcom¬ 
ing registration period. 

The good nows is that the 
motorist doesn’t have to 
.stand in line if he would 
simply mail in the renewal 
form along with his check. 

Anyway, this -should be 
the last year of long lines. 

This year's renewal form 
is vastly different from the 
one motorists a,re accus¬ 
tomed to receiving. “That’s 
why wo anticipate a number 
of visits and telephone calls 
to DMV offices,” Mrs. Alexis 
said, even though informn- 
tir)nal material is included 
with the .notice in English, 
Spanish, Chinese and Japa- 
ne.se fully explaining the 
changes and the new year- 
round registration proce- 
.'iures. 

Ml'S. Alexis explained that 
most motori.sts can a.void th ■> 
lines, save gasoline, a.nd 
.save wear and tear on their 
nerves b.v simply dropping a 
.sta.mpe.'l envelope containing 
the rcncw'al form a.nd pay¬ 
ment check in the nearest 
mailbox. Tho.se motori s t s 
who must visit n DMV office 
should c'omo early, she acl- 
vi.sed. 

The department is begin¬ 
ning its annual mailing of 
registratio.n renewal notice.s 
to the 16 million California 
motorists this week, witp 
about 800,000 going out now, 
Mrs. Alexis said. 

Mrs. Ale.xi.s also expre.ssed 
concern that some confusion 
might arise because some 
motorists will pay much less 
than last year — but have to 
registe" their vehicle again 
in 1976. Others will p.iy 
much moi>e, but will not 
have to re-regi.ster till mi.d 
1977. Some vehicles will 
.have to be registered for as 
little as seven mon t h s. 
while others may have to b>’ 
re-registered for as long <us 


18 months. Fees, of course, 
would be prorated, she ex 
plained. 

She .s-aid that the computer 
card renewal notice was re¬ 
designed this year because 
of the changeover to stag- 
geredr registration. It will be 
further simplified when the 
system is fully implemented. 
In the future, the card will 
shoiw only one expiration 
date and one amount, where¬ 
as, by necessity, this one 
shows the February 6 dead¬ 
line for registration a.nd the 
new expiration .date of tlie 
particular vehicle. It also 
mu.st show the amount due 
at year-end and the amount 
which w’ill become due on 
the neyv e.xpiration date. 

She explained that the 
calendar year has been di¬ 
vided into 120 expiration 
dates for aiutos and motor- 
cj'cles, with an equal num¬ 
ber of the 11,640,000 total 
falling due on each of the 
ten expiration dates each 
month. 

An equal number of regis¬ 
trations of the .state’s 4,200,- 
000 tr.icks .and trailers will 
expire on the last day of 
each month, she stated.

Q. — I have a total of 
eight grandchildren who 
are in their early and late 
teens, and none of them are 
interested in the stock mar- 
yet. The stock I have ac¬ 
quired over the past forty 
years has enabled mo to 
have a very pleasant retire¬ 
ment, and I am anxioais that 
my grandchildren learn the 
opportunities that are avail¬ 
able to the individual who 
builds a holding of got'd 
stocks over his lifetime. Can 
you .=»uggest any way that I 
might both interest my 
grandchildren in stocks and 
teach them how to identify 
good ones? 

A. — I have known one 
grandfather who set out IS 
years ago, a few years 
before he retired, to teach 
■both his children and his 
grandchildren the adva n ■ 
tages of acquiring a holding 
of stocks. Ho and his wife 
had a standing invitation ro 
their children and grand¬ 
children to have a Sunday 
evening snack at their home 
the la.st Sunday of each 
month. He decided to invit? 
all of them into a family 
investment club and idevoted 
one hour of their evening to 
the club meeting. Being a 
man of considerable exper¬ 
ience in Ihe ownership of 
stocks, as yoai seem to be, 
and blessed with much com¬ 
mon sense, he made the 
meetings a classroom in 
stock analysis and portfolio 
management. The Inve.stor-- 
Manual published by the 
National As.sociation of In¬ 
vestment Clubs was his text 
hook. Tlirdugh the years 
nea.rly everyone in his fam¬ 
ily has come to appreciate 
stocks and has begun to 
build their own holdings. I 
was privileged to attend one 
of his family meetings many 
years ago and at that time 
they studied and botight 
shares in Coastal States Gas. 
Over the years it appreciated 
to many times what they 
paid for it. I haven’t heard 
from tliat group in several 
years, but that stock has re¬ 
cently run into problems ‘be¬ 
cause of aiir shortage of na¬ 
tural gas, but even at to¬ 
day’s prices it would still he 
worth well above what they

about ^5. It drifted below 
our cost in February, 1973, 
and has never recovered. 
Many writers seem to tout 
this stodr as one to buy. 
Why doesn’t it perform bet¬ 
ter? 

A. — In my opinion the 
price of the stock is dfawn 
mostly because the whole 
stock market i.s down, and 
individuals are not buying 
stocks in the volume they 
did a few years ago. 

When your club bought 
the stock, the company was 
earning $.91 a share. For the 
latest 12 months it earned 
$1.31 a share. That’s pretty 
good performance. Tlie com¬ 
pany has had some recent 
problems with product con¬ 
tamination, but that should 
be temporary. The health 
care field is certainly one 
that .should cont i n u e to 
grow. 

It a.ppears to me that 
when your club bought the 
stock you paid .50 times 
earnings for it. That was 
well above the’average price- 
earnings ratio at which the 
stock has sold and sh'ould 
have been a warning to you 
that yrv.i. were paying too 
much. You have made a 
second mistake by not 'buy¬ 
ing mo.-e of the stock when 
it reached very low levels. 
I don’t mean that you buy a 
stock because the price

Speak ing 

Government At Work! 

The Church of Scientology has charged that the De¬ 
partment of Defense has “destroyed possible evidence of 
false information in their files on the Church." 

In an initial Freedom of Information request by the 
Church, the Defense Department claimed they had only 
one FBI report in their fiies, which they could not re¬ 
lease. After church officials informed the department 
that they would sue for illcaglly withholding this docu 
ment .the department then informed the church that they 
had BURNED th FBI report, shortly after the original 
request. 

Lawrence Wliber, spokesman for the church in Los 
Angeles, commented that “When government agencies re¬ 
sort to burning files to prevent individuals or groups from 
viewing and correcting them, we have a total mockery 
of the spirit of the Freedom on Information Act. We only 
wonder how many other files on citizens and groups have 
been destroyed after FOI requests.” 

The Church of Scientology has been engaged in an 
unprecedented use of the Freedom of Information Act. 
Over 45 actions have been filed against government and 
intelligence agencies for the distribution of false recorls 
and dossiers. 

Church officials estimate that over a billion dollars 
worth of law suits will be fied over the next year, if 
co<H>^ration from government agencies regarding false 
records and dossiers does not improve. 

The People Must Know

The real reason President Ford wants a $28 billion tax 
cut and a $28 billion reduction in federal spending is to 
prevent the predictions that unless he succeeds, unem- 
loyment in the United States will go up up to 17 million 
people. 

It is the President’s belief that the agencies of govern¬ 
ment are taking so much money out of the earnings of 
people and business, for unproductive government, that 
there is not enough funds left in the private sector to 
finance the new plants and Investment absolutely required 
to create the jobs essential to our economy. 

Many people have no idea at all the size of invest¬ 
ment required to provide one job for one person. It varies 
from nothing to $500,000. In manufacturing, the investment 
must include the land, the buildings, machinery, inventory, 
money for at least one year’s expense and labor costs 
and a multitude of other things. 

A realistic figure as an average, required inevstment 
before one production person can be hired is $50,000. To 
hire 1000 employees, the average investment required in 
advance by a producing business would be about $.50 
million. 

If the investment required is not available in advance, 
the business can not start and no employes can be hired 
at all. If no people are hired we have unempioyment. If 
the government forcibly takes the money that would 
otherwise go into business development, leaving none to 
invest in employment creating jobs, there will not be any 
jobs or any hiring. It Is just as simple as that. 

Now It mwxlji to be understood tHat more than tM) 
per cent of those' i>oople who go into a busines.s in the 
United States go broke. They go broke because they run 
out of money. It is true that many go broke for lack 
of management skill. But it is the lack of money that 
sinks most of them. 

From this you can set' that any business venture is 
a very risky undertaking and because of government con¬ 
trols, and high Uixation, fewer and fewer i)eople are will¬ 
ing to take the risk of losing everything in a business 
venture. 

Thest' simple facts are so fundamental they should 
t)e understood by everyone, however veiy few people 
understand them, and therein lies the heart of our trouble 
today. It was U.S. Senator William H. Fullbright who 
.said “most Americans do not understand the fret* enter¬ 
prise system." 

One of the biggest taxpayer “rip offs" was the rc- 
re-re-investigation of the murder of Robert Kennedy by 
Sirhan Sirhan. now in prison for the crime. This latest 
investigation was promot('d by a bunch of irresponsibles 
and cheered on by inept iMjliticians and for no sane 
or reasonbale reasons. 

The big news media “hawkt'd the hokum" to the skies 
and flooded the air waves and front pages to bursting 
points with synthetic baloney. When such junk can rate 
prime time on television and front page space in metro¬ 
politan newspajx'rs it makes one wonder if paranoia 
has become king. 

Not mentioned by the big media was the tremendous 
cost to the taxpayers to pay for investigators, piolicemen, 
attorneys, ballistic experts, court reporters, court time 
and hundreds of other items the taxpayers will never hear 
about.

Are there any restrictions 
on the right to birth control 
for women, single or mar¬ 
ried?

Dear L. R.: 

Because of two Supreme 
Court decisions, no adult 
person may be legally re¬ 
stricted from obt a i n 1 n g 
birtih control informal! o .n 
and devices. 

In the first case (GriswaJ-1 
V. Connectlca-.t), the Court 
invalidated a Connectiaut 
state law that prohibited any 
persoir from using birth con¬ 
trol becau.se it “interfered 
with the right of privacy.” 
The second decision (Eisen- 
stadt V. Baird) threw out a 
Massacusetts law prohibitiag 
the distribution of contra¬ 
ceptives to unmarried per 
sons becaiuse it denied 
“equal protection to unmar- 
rieds.” 

A new California law, re¬ 
cently signed by Governor 
Brown, will allow mi.nors to 
obtain contraceptives a n .d 
birth control assistance with- 
out parental consent. This 
bill, introduced by Senator 
Anthony' Beilensen, will be¬ 
come effective on January 1, 
1976.

I>ear Anita, 

I watched a television de¬ 
bate on the Equal Rights 
Amendment recently. One of 
the women claimed that if 
the amendment passes, a 
woman will be r^uired to 
take a job outside the home 
in order to support her 
family. Is this true? 

— J. M., San Francisco

Dear J. M., 

All states require a hus¬ 
band to support his wife and 
children, and some states re¬ 
quire husbands and wives to 
support each other. However, 
these laws are not enforced 
unless a marriage breaks up 
and one of the partners files 
for divorce or brings a crim¬ 
inal action for nonsupport. 
The courts have ruled that 
a married woman living 
with her husband can get 
only what he chfx)ses to give 
her. 

Californians have been 
living under a miutiual suo- 
port law since 1970 (Civil 
Code 51(X) — Husband and 
wife contract toward each 
other obligations of ntutual 
respect, fidelity and sup¬ 
port). However, no proceed¬ 
ing forcing a wife to leave 
her home in order to sup¬ 
port her husba,nd has been 
initiated. 'This absence of 
judicial interference in an 
ongoing marriage reflects 
the proper role of the sup¬ 
port laws. ERA scholar Tho- 
rna.s Emerson has noted the 
law’s llmltcpcJ power to “pre¬ 
determine and control the 
nature of intimate personal 
relationships.” (Yale Law 
Journal, Vol. 80, No. 5, April, 
1971.) 

The EIRA will require hus¬ 
bands and wives to support 
one an.->ther depending on 
their financial status and 
their contributions to the 
househoUL A wife’s contribu 
tions of time, energy and 
skill in her home may con¬ 
stitute her portion of sup¬ 
port. There would bo no 
question, in or out of the 
courtroom, of a woman’s 
status as homemaker a,nid 
mother. It would be equal to 
her husband’s status as 
breadwinner. ERA would not 
change private arran g e - 
ments between husband and 
wife, and no court would 
interfere in a marriage that 
is intact.
